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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues incorrectly that figs. 3(b) 
and 4 of Wei depict a "setup" message being sent only after a cross-connection time t.sub.c is completed. The examiner's response to 
this point in the Final Rejection is still valid. In figs. 2-4 of Wei, the chronological order of events proceeds from top to bottom of the figure 
and distance proceeds from the left to the right of the figure. The applicant's argument applies to fig. 2a, the conventional packet 
switching paradigm, where the setup message is sent after a cross-connection time t.sub.c (illustrated in time via the arrow leaving the 
bottom right corner of the t.sub.c event box. In contrast, the applicant's argument does not apply to the teaching of Wei in fig. 4, 
referenced in the rejections, which shows the setup message sent after t.sub.p and before t.sub.c (illustrated in time via the arrow leaving 
the bottom right corner of the t.sub.p event box). 
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
